SECEN’s claim to your Bureau that 
he waa devolved ia a plan to cverthroy tho Governaent of 
Hoitd and wao being paid by this Agency in furtheronve 
of thio plan io conpletely false. Hevwevor, SECEN did 
infora thia Agency on two cecasions that he waa allegedly 
involved in ouch o plan.

3. On 9 Pobruairfy 1005, CONCEN Gnforsed o represone 
tative from this Ageacy in Wiaal that he had been offered 
a post og gpuitary advidexr to an expodition being formed 
by nolando“ABFERAER Rojas, forass Cuboa Senater, to 
depose Preeident BUVALIER of Haiti. ,OECRM caid he refused 
tiie post, but loter said that HAS REQ had renarked 
publicly on severol occasions that SECEN had accepted his 
proposition. According to SECEN, thio was a tactic 
BASFERRRER used to enhance the preatige of his acvement.

this Agency in Hiomi that he had beon contacted on 22 Feb- poate 


ruary 1966 by one tile RAVLIC froma Madrid who, according 
to SECEN, was ef route to Haiti to porform a aiagion for 
President DUVALIER. According to SECEN, RAVLIC stopped in 
Miami to see him. In their meetiag, RAVLIC told SECEN that 
he had been contucted in maideFebruary in Madrid by a Domine 
i¢an nationsl residing in Haiti who was allegedly a confzidant 
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of Preaident DUVALIER, “he Deaimiean told RAVLIC that 
DUVALIER wanted to see hia regarding VLADIBHIR SECEN, an 
individual whom DUVALIJER ouepected of plotting to overe 
throw the Government of Haiti. DUVALIER waoated RAVLIC 
to imfluence SECEN to atop his Haitian plotting apd, 12 
SECEN agreed, DUVALIER waa willing to offer SECEN ao good 
god fin the Haitian Government. SECEN reportedly told 
RAVLIC that he wag not engaged in any plot to overthrow 
President DUVALIER aed did not plan. to beeoss invelved. 
RAVLIC then told SECEN that he was golag to Haiti to 
roport the reeults of his aiesion to President DUVALIER; 
hewover, whea SECEN warned RAVLIC that such a trip vewld 
be too dangerous, RAVLIC took hia advica and returned to-

aloo keown ao ile RAVLIK do BOGSTICH TSPCEVICH, Hille 
‘ERAWST, and Najor MILLER, waa born 1G June 1819 in Croatia, 
Yugoslavia,oad is a naturalized citisen of tae Boainican 
Ropublic. He atudied agriculture in Zagreb, Yugoalavia, 
and graduated ao ag agronomist. Duxving World War II, he 
was a meeber of the Croatian Aray. In 1957, he joined 
the Deasinican Army ag a Major ard became a Lt. Colona}! 
ueder Preaidant TRUJILLO. In April 1097, a reliable gource 
roported that RAVLIC, who traveled on a Deainican Republic 
pacoport, waa apparently davolved in an taporteoxport bugi- 
neag, but ulgo carried cut political ond informatione 
gathering aiocions. At that tine RAVLIC waa reported to 
have beon in Madrid for the pact month, but had sade sev- 
eral trips to France. Squrce aloo said that RAVLIC con- 
Ginued to maintain contact with the TUJILAOs. The scat 
recent information in thia Agency's filos rofiecto that sn 
septeader 1007, RAVLIC waa reportedly ia Paria waiting for 
Mra. Juan PERON, At that time, RAVLIC told o reliable 
source that he was in buaimess with Juan PERON.
